“ did not meet the right 
criteria”. 

He said: “The Welsh 
Government received 
82 applications totalling 
£34 million for the Local 
Transport Fund budget. 
The available budget 
provided funding for 61 
of the scheme applica¬ 
tions, either in full or 
in part. 

“The Dinas Powys 
scheme was considered 
against the grant criteria 
and the five-case model, 
but was, unfortunately, 
unsuccessful this time.”

I was whisked off 
to hospital and after a 
lengthy op, now have 
several plates and pins in 
my ankle. 

I have since found out 
that the consultant was 
due to take his wife out 
for lunch that day. The 
fact he was prepared to 
time out and delay his 
day for me, words cannot 
express. 

I will be eternally 
grateful for his help that 
morning and can I just 
say a massive thank 
you to all the people 
who came to my aid 
and offered their help; 
your kindness was so 
appreciated. 

It’s never a good time 
to fall and injure your¬ 
self, but that morning, all 
things considered, I thi nk 
I had a lucky break.

‘Local history is 
being lost to Hafod’s 
wrecking ball’ 


H AVING read the 
Aberthin Road 
resident’s letter in 
the November 29 edition 
concerning the proposed 
redevelopment of the 
former Girls High School 
building in Cowbridge, 
there appears to be a total 
disregard for old buildings 
whenever Hafod Housing 
Association express an 
interest in redeveloping 
sites for residential use. 

There is a similarity to when the 
same company expressed its inter¬ 
ests in the Theatre Royal Cinema 
in Barry when it closed. 

The intention is to knock down 
the school building with no reten¬ 
tion of fagade or stonework. Hafod 
representatives were questioned 
why at least the cinema’s fagade 
could not be kept as part of the 
new Extracare redevelopment and 
the response received was that it 
would be too costly. 

Hafod’s proposed new devel¬ 
opment would be higher than the 
current [old] school building, as 
was the Extracare facility com¬ 
pared to the cinema. The school’s 
front landmark yew tree would be 
felled; the mosaic flooring work 
fronting the cinema entrance was 


ripped up and lost forever. 

As for the meeting, for those 
concerned about the school’s 
proposed redevelopment, this also 
happened for the Theatre Royal 
site, on a weekday December 
date when given the time of year, 
something of this nature may not 
always be foremost in people’s 
minds. 

In Barry, St Paul’s Church and 
hall could be demolished, if a pro¬ 
posed future planning application 
from Hafod for residential use 
is submitted and granted. Should 
this happen, yet another landmark 
building will become just a part 
of history. 

When it comes to residential 
development progression, nothing 
seems to stand in its way.

The GEM put these comments to 
Hafod Housing. Matthew Davies, 
director of investment and growth 
at Hafod said: “Over the years, 
we have worked in partnership 
with numerous local authorities 
(including the Vale) to purchase 
redundant buildings that unfortu¬ 
nately have fallen into disrepair 
due to them having no further 
economic or cultural use or value 
for the local community. 

“As is often the case, these 
buildings remain vacant for many 
years, resulting in them being 


targeted by vandals and thieves, 
and contributing to general 
anti-social behaviour. “This can 
result in structures being exposed 
to the elements and becoming 
dilapidated, dangerous structures 
that are un-economic to bring 
back into use. 

“Where possible we would seek 
to retain a structure for re-use, 
however this needs to be balanced 
with the benefit the structure 
brings to the proposed devel¬ 
opment. Sometimes the existing 
buildings restrict what we are 
able to provide in meeting local 
needs. 

“As seen with the redevelop¬ 
ment of the former Theatre Royal 
in Barry, a derelict, vandalised, 
asbestos-ridden building of 
limited architectural value was 
replaced with Extracare housing, 
which not only serves the needs 
of the residents but also serves 
the needs of the wider commu¬ 
nity, with various interest groups 
also making use of the building 
facilities and small independent 
businesses being housed within 
the building. ” 


Warm welcome for school

A report, presented to the 
Vale Council’s cabinet 
on December 17, seeking 
approval to consult stakeholders 
on a proposal to transfer Ysgol 
Sant Baruc to a newly-constructed 
420 place school building on the 
Barry Waterfront, is arguably one 
of the most significant in the his¬ 
tory of Welsh medium education 
in the Vale and the wider region. 

By moving and, over time, expand¬ 
ing an existing and very successful 
Welsh medium primary school,it 
offers the best opportunity to continue 
to see growth in demand, a growth 
that will continue to be driven over¬ 
whelmingly by non-Welsh speaking 
parents. 

It will represent a major 


contribution towards meeting Welsh 
Government targets, especially the 
one to increase, by a third, the number 
of Welsh medium places by 2030. 

The standard of Welsh medium 
education is one of many special 
features of the Barry area, indeed a 
key factor in my family moving here a 
couple of years ago. 

I am very excited at the prospect of 
something very special being created 
on the Waterfront and hundreds more 
receiving a wonderful start in life, 
with Barry showing the rest of urban 
Wales that the Welsh language can 
be a central building block of new 
housing developments.

Mr Lloyd’s belief that the decision 
to close the school was pre-determined 
is hugely damning of his former col¬ 
leagues in the cabinet and is what 
many people thought all along.

brightest and best councillors.

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Havard leads 
Ramblers along 
Dragon’s Back 


ROBIN and his 
spaniel Pepper, 
along with seven 
companions from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers, 
made their way 
to Pengenffordd 
to meet Havard, a 
local resident and 
friend of Robin’s. 

He led them up 
through Castell Dinas to 
Y Grib, or the Dragon’s 
Back as it is nicknamed, 
because of its undulating 
shape against the 
skyline. 

Climbing through 
wet and slippery fields 
after a week of heavy 
rainfall, they stopped at 
the ruined Castell Dinas 
at a height of 405m, 
where Havard gave an 
interesting talk on its 
history. Originally an 
Iron Age hillfort, the 
castle was built by the 
Normans and resisted 
very troubled times 
until it was destroyed by 
the followers of Owain 
Glyndwr in the early 
15th century. 

Hauling themselves 
up the rocky mountain¬ 
side at Y Grib rewarded 
them with surrounding 
views across the 
Rhiangoll Valley to the 
large hump of Mynydd 
Troed, but the central 
Brecon Beacons were 
submerged in cloud. 

Reaching a cairn, 
Havard left the group 


under the leadership of 
Robin and they climbed 
to Pen y Manllwyn 
before heading south 
along the ridge to the 
810m Waun Fach. 

They descended to 
Pen Trumau for lunch, 
battling against a strong, 
cold headwind to find 
shelter. 

With numb fingers, 
they set off westwards, 
slithering down a muddy 
track to the valley bot¬ 
tom to join a road. The 
pathway they were due 
to follow had become 
a raging stream due to 
an overflowing ford. 
Several of the group 
managed to cross while 
the rest chickened out 
and followed the road 
back to the car park of 
the Dragon’s Back Pub. 

The Ramblers annual 
Festival of Winter Walks 
begins on December 22 
through Christmas and

Lf Ww. Mai GDC JOT 
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Reflecting on the 
Theatre Royal a 

decade after its closure 

(part two by Paul Sutton) 


IN the late 1990s, the first 
rumour surfaced that there 
was going to be a new cinema 
in Barry. It was the first 
rumour of many. 

There were press reports of a 
possible eight screen multiplex and 
other attractions at Nell’s Point, Barry 
Island. Though nothing happened, this 
would have been an obvious threat to 
the Theatre Royal. During the 2000s, 
the Theatre Royal remained open 
despite the onslaught of Cardiff multi¬ 
plexes. But there was a lack of finan¬ 
cial support for further refurbishment 
of the Theatre Royal, which might 
have provided more competition for 
the cinemas in Cardiff. 

Then in January 2008 came the 
announcement of ‘A Nightmare 
on Broad Street’ - the cinema was 
to close in April. Within a short 
space of time a campaign group was 
set up, SOCA (Save Our Cinema 
Association) to try and prevent its 
closure. The curtains closed across 
its two screens for the final time that 
month, but the group continued to 
give a tremendous amount of their 
spare time to the campaign to reopen 
it. 

Two independent cinema owners 
brought ideas to the group because 
they believed it had a great deal of 
potential. As SOCA’s campaign 
continued throughout 2009 and 2010, 
the group received unwelcome news. 

It was announced that a new ‘extra 
care’ facility was going to be devel¬ 
oped on the site with the demolition 
of the cinema. The cinema campaign 
continued right up to the council’s 
planning committee meeting in 2011, 
but the extra care plans were passed 
and demolition of the Theatre Royal 
took place the following year. 

In late 2008, plans were released 
for a proposed redevelopment of 
Barry Island fairground which 
included a six-screen multiplex. Two 
operators expressed an interest in the 
project. Because of this, a new cinema 
was not a part of the proposed plans 
drawn up for the further development 


of the Waterfront. 

As we now know, the fairground 
plans lay in limbo for some years with 
no outcome. Further sites overlooked 
for a cinema in recent years have 
been Thompson Street Magistrates’ 
Courts and the Waterfront sites, where 
Premiere Inn/Brewers Fayre were 
built; and the Pumphouse, which 
could have provided a three-screen 
venue. In 2014, the Innovation 
Quarter’s southern development 
site was marketed with a deadline 
application set for September 2015 
for a range of potential leisure and 
commercial uses, including a cinema. 

There was interest from a cinema 
operator to run a four or five screen 
venue, but by 2016, it was clear the 
proposals would not go ahead because 
of funding gaps. So where next for the 
future of cinema in Barry? 

The Memorial Hall continues to 
provide film screenings as a part of 
its commitment to a variety of uses 
and it’s quite valid for people to argue 
this is better than nothing. However, 
it’s not a replacement for a multiplex. 
Various Vale community groups 
have their own local film evenings or 
instead face travelling to their nearest 
multiplex. 

Over the years, people have said 
it’s hard to image Barry having a 
multiplex when there are ones in 
Bridgend and Cardiff. This is the sort 
of short sighted, negative attitude that 
prevents progression in Barry. Given 
its closeness to Bristol, and with a 
slightly higher population, how can a 
seaside resort like Weston Super Mare 
build a leisure complex attracting 
Cineworld to open eight screens, 
while its Odeon still operates a four- 
screen cinema? 

Other locations with fewer people 
than Barry offer their own inde¬ 
pendent cinemas such as Burnham 
on Sea, with three screens, and 
Blackwood with five screens. Have 
we now reached the point at which the 
likelihood of getting a Barry cinema 
complex is finally over?

Marathon man to 
run for Malawi 



A LOCAL man will run 
the London Marathon 
next April to help fund the 
work of a health clinic in 
Malawi. 

Daniel Nadzo, a web designer, 
is known in Barry and Bridgend 
for his fundraising work. 

He has already been involved 
in various charity events to help 
health projects in Africa, includ¬ 
ing 13 trips to Mount Kilimanjaro 
in Tanzania and the Welsh Three 
Peaks Challenge. 

He said: “I’ve won a place on 
the London Marathon on April 28 
and hope people and companies 
will sponsor me in raising money 
for the River Africa charity and 
its work with a reproductive 
health club on Chisi Island. 

“I believe that no young girl 
should miss school or face abject 


poverty due to early pregnancy 
or a sexually transmitted disease 
such as HIV or AIDS. 

“If that does happen, they face 
a future with no hope.” 

Mr Nadzo visited Chisi Island 
in 2015 and 2017 to see how the 
project was progressing and find 
out what support it needed. 

He said: “I spoke to teachers, 
parents, community leaders and 
the children themselves. I fully 
appreciated their plight and was 
eager to help by raising as much 
money as possible for the local 
people. 

“Around 30 girls are forced to 
abandon school every year due 
to early pregnancies. This keeps 
them and their families pinned 
down by poverty. 

“The girls are left vulnerable 
and exposed, but this state of 
affairs is preventable.” 


He has uploaded a film, 
‘Reproductive health club Chisi 
Island’, on YouTube for people 
to watch. 

He is already in training for the 
marathon: “Last week was my 
first week of serious training. I 
did the Paris marathon last year 
so I’m used to the distance. I’m 
doing regular gym sessions and 
on Sundays, I run at Margam 
Park.” 

Mr Nadzo has 18 sponsorship 
slots on his London Marathon 
running vest which he hopes local 
companies will buy up which are 
£190 a small slot, £250 the large 
one, but if someone wants to 
offer more, he stresses it is all for 
a good cause.

Severn tolls end 



DRIVERS can 
now travel for free 
across both the 
Prince of Wales 
Bridge and original 
Severn Crossing for 
the first time in 52 
years. 

The abolition of the 
tolls, following an 
announcement by the UK 
Government last year, 
comes as thousands of 
people are expected to 
make their journeys home 
for the festive period. 

The tolls’ removal, 
after some 50 years, 
will save regular com¬ 
muters around £1,400 
per year and provide an 
estimated a nn ual boost 
of over £100 million 
for the Welsh economy. 
Businesses will also 
benefit from strength¬ 
ened links between 
communities ranging 
from west Wales to the 
south west of England 
by making it easier for 
consumers and employ¬ 
ees to cross the border. 

Tolls have been 


charged on the Severn 
Crossings since 1966, 
and the final driver to 
pay to cross over from 
England to Wales was 
the Welsh Secretary and 
Vale MP, Alun Cairns. 

Mr Caims said: “The 
end of the tolls is a major 
milestone for the econo¬ 
mies of south Wales and 
south west of England, 
and will remove his¬ 
toric barriers between 
communities. Scrapping 
the tolls means an end 
to generations of people 
from the Vale paying to 
simply cross the border, 
and delivering this has 
been one of my key 
aims as Welsh Secretary. 

“A week before 
Christmas drivers from 
Barry and the Vale will 
no longer have to pay 
every time they cross 
the border, meaning 
more money in their 
pockets, helping them 
with the cost of living 
and leaving them with 
and more cash to spend 
in their local areas.”

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Consultation to launch 
as Vale Council mulls 
a major change to 
school admissions policy 


THE Vale Council is con¬ 
sidering a major change 
to the secondary school 
admissions procedure. 

Oversubscribed secondary 
schools would no longer use 
feeder primary schools as criteria 
for offering pupils a place from 
the 2020/21 school year if the 
plans are approved. 

Instead, pupils living in the 
school’s catchment area would be 
given higher priority. 

Cllr Bob Penrose, cabinet 
member for learning and culture, 
told the council’s cabinet on 


December 17: “This will give 
priority to pupils living in the 
area to gain a place at their local 
school.” 

A consultation will be held on 
the changes from January 14 to 
February 22 and the council is 
also proposing to review school 
catchment areas during 2019/20. 

A report to the cabinet stated: 
“The council is considering a 
change to the admission arrange¬ 
ments and oversubscription 
criteria for secondary schools 
whereby those living in a school 
catchment area will be a high 


priority for admission to a school 
in the event of oversubscription. 

“The proposed change will pri¬ 
oritise those living in a school’s 
catchment area and remove the 
feeder primary school as an 
oversubscription criterion. 

“This will give priority to 
pupils living in an area to gain a 
place in their local school.”

The Vale Council can apply for more local 
transport funding in the year 2019/20. 

Vale Leader, Cllr John Thomas, has written 
to the transport Minister Ken Skates, demanding 
to know exactly why Dinas was turned down. 

He said: “It is clear the village’s transport net¬ 
work is struggling on a daily basis, causing delays 
and environmental issues for those that live there. 

“I have asked the Cabinet Secretary to explain 
his decision and offered to meet with him to 
discuss the matter further as I push to deliver 
the improvements that are so desperately needed.” 

Dinas Powys Bypass Steering Group Chair 
Rod Harrod said he was puzzled as to why the 
Welsh Government had invested so much 


in the project only to stop it in its tracks. 

“Over £100,000 in public funds has been 
spent on work by the consultants Arcadis to date. 
Welsh Government knew what sort of costs they 
needed to commit when they started the process. 

“People must draw their own conclusions as to 
why Ken Skates has done what appears to be a U-turn. 

“It could scupper the project before consultants 
and the Vale Council have completed their report 
and affirmed what is needed and the best approach.” 

Mr Harrod added: “Mr Skates had said he’d look 
at a way forward and at a potential meeting with us 
once he’d seen the outcome of the Weltag report.

Mr Roche said the 
measure would “...place 
an extra burden” on 
pensioners. 

“It could make the 
difference as to whether 
people put on their heat¬ 
ing or not.

COUNTY lines 
gang members 
caught with drugs 
worth thousands 
in a south Wales 
street were jailed 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court last Thursday 
(December 13). 

Saed Saeed, from 
Cardiff, and Fouad 
Cilmi, from Bristol, were 
arrested on August 8 after 
being stopped by armed 
officers. They were 
driving along Llantrisant 
Road, Beddau in a black 
Vauxhall Astra when 
officers spotted them 
and began to follow. 

As the vehicle turned 
into Cwrt Castellau 
officers made their 
approach and signalled 
for them for them to 
stop. Saed Saeed tried 
to run away but was 
caught nearby, as was 
Cilmi, and both were 
taken into custody. 

Thirty-one wraps 
of heroin, five wraps 
of crack cocaine and 
over a thousand pounds 
in cash was seized 
from their vehicle. 
The drugs had a street 
value of up to £10,000. 

Saeed pleaded guilty 
to possessing class 
A drugs with intent 


to supply at an earlier 
court appearance and 
Cilmi pleaded guilty 
to the same charges on 
the morning of his trial. 

The men were 
sentenced together at 
Cardiff Crown Court on 
December 13 - Saeed 
was sentenced to three 
years and Cilmi was 
sentenced to 44 months. 

Detective Sergeant 
Tim Jones said: “The 
County Lines threat is 
very real and there is 
a drugs market in the 
valleys which organ¬ 
ised gangs will always 
try to capitalise on. 
Generally speaking 
the gangs operate with 
a cold disposition for 
manipulating the most 
vulnerable members 
of our communities to 


generate money from 
selling drugs, and 
they have a propen¬ 
sity for violence. 

“But if communities 
make a stand against this 
criminality by sharing 
information and report¬ 
ing their suspicions this 
can be stopped - strong 
messages such as this 
one make it clear that 
they won’t be tolerated 
by valleys communi¬ 
ties who work with 
South Wales Police. “ 

Anybody who suspects 
drug dealing is urged 
to contact South Wales 
Police via 101 or they 
can call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 
0800 555 111.”

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Black bag fly¬ 
tipping goes 
up in the Vale 


FLY-TIPPING of black bags 
in the Vale has reportedly 
increased since the council 
started collecting two bags 
per home every fortnight. 

A total of 99 fly-tipped black bags 
were reported to the Vale Council 
between September - when the new 
policy was introduced - and November. 

That was an increase from the 61 
fly-tipped black bags reported in the 
three months leading up to September. 

The council has said there were 
107 fly-tipped black bags reported 
between September and November 
2017, eight more than the three 
months following September this year. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services and transport, 
said it was too early to draw any con¬ 
clusions about the effect on fly-tipping 
the new black bags policy has had. 

He said excess black bags left uncol¬ 
lected outside people’s properties are 
unlikely to be recorded as fly-tipping. 


Cllr Cox told a full council meet¬ 
ing on December 12: “The general 
levels of compliance with the two 
bag rule have been excellent. 

“In the three months since the intro¬ 
duction of the scheme, our officers 
have only reported 117 incidences 
of residents who have breached the 
rule on more than one occasion.” 

He added that council officers are tak¬ 
ing action against those 117 residents. 

The council has also said the 
number of black rubbish bags being 
collected in the Vale has gone down 
by 31 per cent since the two bags 
per fortnight rule was implemented. 

It has also led to an 8 per cent 
increase in kerbside recycling, and a 
19 per cent rise in food waste recy¬ 
cling, according to council figures. 

Over Christmas and New Year the 
black bags restrictions will not apply.

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Aquaman makes a 
spectacular splash! 


WHILE last year’s 
Justice League 
could have been 
the final nail in the 
DC universe, one 
of the highlights of 
that less-than-im- 
pressive affair was 
Jason Momoa as 
Arthur Curry, or, as 
he’s better known, 
Aquaman. 

Having served his 
time in Justice League, 
as well as a small cameo 
in Batman vs Superman: 
Dawn of Justice, he 
finally gets to headline 
his own film. 

Aquaman tells the 
story of Curry, the son 
of a lighthouse keeper 
(Temuera Morrison) 
and Atlanna (Nicole 
Kidman), the princess of 
Atlantis. 

With the power to 
communicate with 
marine life forms he 
grows up on the land, 
eschewing the call of the 
deep. 

However, when he 
leams that his half- 
brother Orm (Patrick 
Wilson) is hell-bent on 
bringing a war from the 
depths of the ocean to 
the land and conquering 
the world, Arthur and 
Mera (Amber Heard), 
who is betrothed to Orm, 
team up and set about 
stopping his dastardly 
plan... 

Anything from the 
DCU comes seemingly 
pre-tainted with the 
negativity that has 
surrounded much of the 
universe’s output. 

However Aquaman, 
much like Wonder 
Woman before it, is a 
film that stands on its 
own two feet and is all 


the better for it; and 
while it doesn’t quite 
match Wonder Woman’s 
success on filmic terms, 
it’s still a hugely enter¬ 
taining and satisfying 
comic-book movie. 

If Jason Momoa had 
shown fits and starts of 
his charisma as part of 
the ensemble in Justice 
League, then with his 
own film to carry he 
delivers an effortlessly 
charming performance 
here. 

It helps that he 
carries off the physical 
requirements of what a 
superhero is supposed 
to look like, but beyond 
that Momoa is an engag¬ 
ing lead, carrying off the 
bravado of the role with 
ease and just about com¬ 
fortably holding his own 
in the more dramatic 
moments. 

Surrounding him is a 
cast who bring quality 
to proceedings, the 
likes of Nicole Kidman, 
Temuera Morrison and 
Willem Dafoe having 
sufficient nous to bring 
texture to the support. 

Amber Heard and 
Patrick Wilson, as Mera 
and the villainous Orm 
respectively, offer strong 
turns in rounded char¬ 
acters that, pleasingly, 
don’t wholly play to 
type. 

Also engaging is 
Yaha Abdul-Mateen II 
as Black Manta, one 
of the most faithful 
page-to-screen character 
conversions as a thorn 
in Arthur’s side with 
personal stakes between 
the two characters. 

For James Wan, 
Aquaman is the latest

Conjuring ) and tentpole 
blockbusters (Fast and 
Furious 7), and visually 
he is more than up to the 
task here. 

With much of the 
action taking place 
under the water, the 
technology used to 
make you believe people 
are talking and acting 
beneath the waves is 
superb and marshalled 
well by Wan, while 
the scope and scale he 
brings to proceedings is 
hugely impressive. 

There’s an Avatar- 
meets-The Phantom 
Menace feel to the flu¬ 
orescent sea kingdoms, 
and Wan doesn’t shy 
away from immersing 
you in these worlds, the 
camera weaving and div¬ 
ing with the attention to 
detail wholly impressive. 

But his directorial 
chops impress just as 
much. 

Two sequences in 
particular stand out - a 
chase set-piece in Sicily 
that pings back and forth 
between two characters 
without cutting brings 
some inventiveness, 


while a set-piece in the 
much-dreaded Trench 
Kingdom is tense and 
visually superb. 

Where it falls down 
is in a messy opening 
20 minutes where the 
various plot points are 
set up with a degree of 
awkwardness which, 
once settled down, fall 
into place, while there 
are more than a few 
moments where dialogue 
clunks and the film loses 
its way a little. 

The soundtrack is also 
more than a little incon¬ 
gruous, its 1980s synthy 
moments feeling hugely 
out of place, while any 
film that allows Pitbull 
to ‘reinterpret’ Toto’s 
‘Africa’, no matter how 
fleetingly, should be 
heavily reprimanded. 

But, on the whole, this 
is a film of adventure, 
scale and pace and does 
a superb job of establish¬ 
ing Aquaman within the 
pantheon of big-screen 
superheroes. 

With a little tease 
to further adventures 
in the mid-credits, the 
future looks bright for 
Aquaman. 

VERDICT: A 
character that used to 
be viewed as something 
of a joke (“A superhero 
who talks to fish?”), with 
Jason Momoa on fine 
form and James Wan 
delivering a visually gor¬ 
geous film, Aquaman is 
anything but a joke now. 
There are a few clunky 
moments, but on the 
whole this is a superb 
piece of work, and 
thoroughly entertaining. 
Recommended.

As an adult, I’ve

Whether your tree 
is spindly, minimal, 
coloured, real, artificial 
or lop-sided, as long 
as it fills you with joy, 
that’s the real spirit of 
Christmas.

I find that Christmas 
traditions flow in 
and out of one’s 
life dependent 

on place, people, 
and circumstance. 

A decade and more 
ago, I tended to work on 
Christmas Day because 
I was in a country where 
Christmas was not really 
celebrated. 

“Bah, humbug!” you 
might say, although it 
saved my life, and by 
golly, thereby hangs 
a tale... Two, nearly 
three decades ago, I 
also tended to work 
at Christmas, but that 


was because I was in 
the Army. Deployed 
overseas to some of 
Britain’s forgotten 
conflicts of the 1990s, 
and whether preparing 
for the “Mother of All 
Battles” or wearing the 
rather fetching shade 
of blue beret and body 
armour reserved for UN 
ops, life and work - and 
war - went on. 

Turkey, and the padre, 
came from from the 
realms of glory, like 
angels, but really by 
heli. One tradition that 
abides from before that 
time to now is, perhaps 
for some, boring. 

Christmas Eve, at 
1500hrs GMT/UTC/ 
Zulu, all is calm, all is... 
quite dark. No lights 
save for candles and the 
safe glow of the fire, 
and a glass of sherry in 
hand. On goes Radio 
Four and A Festival of 
Nine Lessons and Carols 
from King’s College, 
Cambridge. Dreamt 
up by a former Army 
chaplain, it was first held 
100 years ago this year, 
and first broadcast one 
decade later. 

These days, I listen 
to it on digital radio, 
which is a cleaner sound 
than FM, but on my first 
overseas deployment 
(the Gulf War), it was 
on my trusty and dusty 
Sony short-wave world 
band radio, and a good 
few time zones ahead. 

We were men of the 
world aged 22 or so, 
cavalier of attitude and 
cavalry of regiment, but 
were in the dark, in the 
middle of nowhere. 

Within a protective 
cordon made by our 
vehicles, and by them or 
in our shellscrapes, with 
our NBC kit as close 
to us as our weapons, 
the crackling sound of 
Once In Royal David’s 
City as we waited for 
another chemical alert 


made a mockery of our 
stiff upper lips, resulting 
in the odd manly chin 
wobble. But why? Not 
all were churchgoers,or 
had any faith. Was that 
aphorism about foxholes 
and atheists true? 
Damned if I know, but 
to my brothers in arms 
and me (then), and to the 
me of now, I think that 
what it conjured - still 
conjures - up, can be 
condensed into one 
word: home.

A tradition is some¬ 
thing you do the same 
way, at regular inter¬ 
vals, sometimes for no 
reason except that you 
have always done it. 

As Christmas comes 
every year it’s easy to 
apply tradition: com¬ 
forting, too. I’ll have no 
truck with recipes that 
exhort me to ‘Ring the 
Changes This Year, with 
Pineapple and Harissa in 
Your Mince Pies!’ Pay 
no attention. You only 
eat them once a year, 
now’s your chance. 

Christmas recipes 
come out every year 
from my own battered 
recipe book, and they’re 
handed down from cooks 
on both sides of my 
family. The egg flip (six 
eggs, a can of condensed 
milk, one bottle of 
brandy) from Granddad 
Marsden. 

Granddad Hartley, 
an army cook trained at 
Aldershot kept his own 
recipe book, beautifully 
written in ‘copperplate’, 
and it details the menus 
to be presented to the 
officers (but his spelling 
leaves something 
to be desired). My 
grandmother wrote her 
own wine recipes in the 
spaces that he left at the 
bottom of each page.

enormous yellow-glazed 
Yorkshire crock to stir 
it up in, as my mother 
always used to. 

My mother added tri¬ 
fle to the family tradition 
and all my siblings still 
make that at Christmas. 
A photograph of our 
Christmas dinner table 
that I found recently, 
from 50 years ago, 
features the trifle about 
to be doled out, cherries 
and all and my little 
brother kneeling up on 
his chair in anticipation. 
It was always made in 
the same glass bowl, the 
biggest one we had. 


My goldfish lived 
in the bowl the rest 
of the year ‘round; on 
Christmas Eve he had 
to vacate and spend 24 
hours in a bucket. That 
was one tradition which

IT was another busy week for 
the Barry Chess Club with 
three teams playing their final 
match of 2018 (the Camelots in 
division 2 play their final match 
a week before Christmas) so 
there were three teams playing 
in three different divisions, all 
earning different results. 

In Division 1, the Bosons played 
the Cardiff Castles.

As has become the norm recently, 
we found ourselves out-rated on the 
top 4 boards, so it was pleasing to see 
Matthew Davies get a good draw on 
board 1. Even better was an excellent 
win by Steve Cunliffe to give us 1.5 
points from the match. Steve has been 
ever-present this season and having 
played eight games, his record of four 
wins, three draws and one defeat looks 
exceptional.
